A small bedroom? Yes, but you’d never realize 
it. Thermopane unites this bedroom with the 
outdoors and makes it seem enormously large. 
By putting the beds head-to-head the room 
seems even larger. The valance looks like part 
of the ceiling in this well-planned room. 


Gracious living at its finest is achieved with 
huge window walls like this one. The room has 
an air of luxury which could never be achieved 
with other building materials. The soft carpet 
seems to flow right out into the lawn. The beau- 
tiful willows solve the decorating problems. 
This scene will be even more beautiful when the 
snow covers the trees and it will be more enjoy- 
able all winter, because Thermopane’s inner 
pane is warmer and therefore collects far less 
condensation than does single glass.

INSULATING GLASS 


Insulation is important in any home to prevent 
excess heat loss in winter, but in the air-conditioned 
home all-weather insulation is essential. Not only 
must heat loss in winter be reduced but excessive 
heat gain in summer must also be prevented. Too 
much heat entering the home from outdoors means 
that the air-conditioning plant must run very 
frequently to keep the home at the desired 
temperature. Improper insulation can impose 
excessive cooling loads on the air-conditioning 
plant and cost the owner far more over a period 
of years than would the original cost of the proper 
insulation. Too often, roofs and walls are properly 
insulated while windows are overlooked. To make 


sure that the windows do not become avenues of 
continual excessive heat gain, they too must be 
insulated. The practical way to insulate windows 
is with Thermopane. Just as Thermopane reduces 
winter fuel bills because it keeps more heat inside, 
it helps reduce the load on cooling equipment so 
that a smaller air-conditioning plant than would 
normally be required can at times be used. 


Although the roof is the most crucial part of a 
house from the standpoint of heat gain, solar heat 
through windows is a problem that requires careful 
consideration in building and orienting the air- 
conditioned home.

Brine and 
sea air cannot dim glass. And plate glass walls protect 
without obscuring or distorting. Where sun heat is a 
problem, Heat Absorbing Plate Glass, made with special 
chemical ingredients, absorbs a large percentage of the 
sun’s heat to keep interiors cooler. Shading devices such 
as roof extensions or louvered shelves protect the windows 
from the full summer sun and the availability of a wide 
variety of ventilating sash ensures adequate air circulation. 


Casement windows and polished plate glass open full to 
allow air circulation in warm weather. Sliding doors of 
polished plate and French doors give you the living security 
of walls and yet may be open to the fullest extent to take 
advantage of the cooling breezes. Even when they’re 
closed, you do not experience the “‘confined”’ feeling typical 


of conventional rooms. 


ib A whole wall of glass puts the sea at your feet 
in this room.
